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HEATED DEBATE OVER THE PAPER SCHEDULE 


Senators Lodge, Weeks and Smoot Severely Attack Schedule M and Point Out that the Passage 
of Same Will Mean the Moving of the News Print Industry to Canada—With Paper on the 


Wasuincron, D. C., September 2, 1913.—In discussing the paper 
schedule in the Senate last week Senator Lodge contended that 
paragraph 330 (paper) should be taken in conjunction with para- 
graph 651 of the free list, which places paper under 2% cents a 
pound upon the free list and imposes certain countervailing con- 
ditions. “This does the same in regard to the paper over 2% 
cents, which is to bear 12 per cent. ad valorem,” said Mr. Lodge. 
“Those additional duties, or countervailing duties, are based upon 
the following conditions in the foreign country: ‘The imposition 
of any export duty, export license fee, or other charge of any 
kind whatsoever in the form of an additional charge or license 
fee or otherwise.’ Those are the conditions upon which the 
countervailing duty is to be imposed, and they are substantially 
the same in the free list, except that there the countervailing duty 
is to rest only upon the chemical pulp.” 

The Senator from Massachusetts first took up the inadequacy 
of the statement of conditions on which the countervailing duty 
in paragraph 330 shall come into operation. “In the case where 
the export of wood or wood pulp is forbidden from the province 
or dependency—that is, from Canada,” he said, “there is no oppor- 
tunity to impose the countervailing duty; no provision is made for 
that case of prohibition arising; and yet, that condition is more 
hostile and much worse for our trade than the imposition of an 
export duty or of a license fee. 

“As a matter of fact, in Canada they are prohibiting the export 
of wood or wood pulp. The cases in which it is obtained are only 
those in which an American company has erected a mill in Can- 
ada—not its only mill, but a mill in Canada also. Subsequent to 
the passing of the reciprocity act, the Province of New Brunswick 
also prohibited the exportation of wood from its Crown lands. 
The Treasury Department, in ruling on the reciprocity act in 
Treasury Department Circular No. 48, Division of Customs, dated 
July 26, 1911, allowed paper from freehold lands to come in free, 
but subjected paper made from wood from Crown lands in these 
provinces to the duties provided for in the Payne Tariff Act. 

“By an order in council dated July 12, 1912, the Province of 
British Columbia removed the restrictions from certain specified 
Crown lands west of the Cascade Range and the Treasury De- 
partment, by order of August 12, 1912, ruled that paper made from 
wood cut on these specified tracts was entitled to free entry. 
It has since been ascertained that this land was leased to the 
Powell River Paper Company, a company with an output of 200 
tons per day, the only large paper company in British Columbia 
and the only manufacturer of news print paper. This company 
ships neither wood nor pulp to the United States. 

“Immediately agitation was started by the large paper manu- 
facturers in the other provinces and on December 31, 1912, the 
Province of Quebec passed an order exempting from the pro- 
hibition of export duty certain lands in the regions of Lake 
Kenogami, River St. Maurice, St. Maurice west, and Lake Clair. 
The lands exempt from prohibition as to export in this order 
are said by the Canadian papers to belong to four companies.” 
Senator Lodge stated that it was certain that a large part of the 
land belongs to such companies. 


“The first paragraph of the order referred to exempt lands in 
the Lake Kenogami region which are leased by the Price-Porritt

Company, which has mills at Jonquiere, with a capacity of 236 
tons of news print per day. The River St. Maurice district lands 
are leased to the Laurentide Company, with paper mills at Grand 
Mere, capacity 210 tons of news print per day, and to the Belgo- 
Canadian Pulp and Paper Company, with a capacity of 145 tons 
per day. I do not know who leases the St. Clair district, but the 
Canadian papers state that the Wayagamack Paper Company is 
freed of restrictions by the order and it is probable that this 
region is leased by them. 


“These companies manufacture their own paper and do not 
ship wood or pulp board to the United States. The Price-Porritt 
Lumber Company, however, ships some pulp to the United States, 
but from Rimouski, where they have a pulp and no paper mill, 
and the wood does not come from the exempted lands.” 

It is a matter of common knowledge in Canada, Senator Lodge 
stated, that appeal is being made by Canadian paper manufac- 
turers in Ontario and New Brunswick to the Provincial Govern- 
ment and that it is expected that these provinces will follow the 
example of Quebec. 

He maintained that the orders of these two provinces—British 
Columbia and Quebec—were clearly only a subterfuge and in- 
tended not to give free raw material to the United States, not 
to bring in one single foot of pulp wood or even one pound of 
wood pulp, but were intended simply to evade the United States 
Customs and to compel citizens of the United States who desire 
to continue or engage in the business of the manufacture of paper 
to do so on the Canadian side of the line if they propose to look 
to Canada for their wood supply. 


The Province of Quebec covers approximately 340,000 square 
miles, which is apportioned as follows: 

Owned by Province Crown lands in timber, 200,000; owned by 
Province Crown lands burned, waste and culled, 106,000; private 


lands under seigniory, 16,000; private lands under letters patent, 
18,000. 


Of the 34,000 square miles of private land much is under cul- 
tivation and only 8,000 square miles in timber of all kinds. 

Continuing, Senator Lodge stated that it appeared from these 
figures that the Province of Quebec has left but one twenty-fifth 
of its timber area open to the United States for the furnishing 
of raw material, and of that twenty-fifth sales have been made 
within the last year as high as $20 per acre, which is more than 
double the price for which lands have been selling upon the 
American side of the line and the price makes it prohibitory as 
to a wood supply for American mills. From these free lands the 
Canadian manufacturer can export his paper into this country 
free, while the American manufacturer is compelled to pay duty 
for shipping his paper into the Canadian provinces. 

“Previous to the year 1910,” he said, “the Province of Quebec 
had leased many thousand square miles of Crown lands to own- 
ers of paper mills located in the United States. These leases 
contained certain restrictions and obligations, but in none of them 
was there any attempt to prohibit the exportation of pulp wood. 
During the year 1910, however, an absolute prohibition was placed 
upon importations of wood cut from Crown lands. 

“Immediately after the passage of the Canadian reciprocity act 
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New Brunswick, which had also leased to Americans Crown 
lands which the manufacturers desired for a supplemental wood 
supply, and in some cases had cut from them, passed a pro- 
hibition order which absolutely prohibited the importation of 
wood.” . 

After stating that he thought he had shown by his remarks 
what the attitude of Canada was at the time of the passage of the 
reciprocity act, he endeavored to show the ground they are tak- 
ing with reference to the pending bill. 

The Saguenay Lumber Company which, according to the Sen- 
ator’s understanding, is a Maine company, with headquarters at 
Portland, addressed the following letter to the Premier of the 
Province of Quebec, signed by Mr. Morton, its treasurer, under 
date of January 6, 1913: 


“Your letter of November 28 was duly received acknowledging 
ours of the 27th. 


“IT am informed that under date of December 31, 1912, an 
order in council was passed removing all prohibition or restric- 
tion in anywise relating to the exportation of pulp wood, paper, 
paper board or wood pulp from certain specified Crown land 
timber berths or licenses. As our timber holdings in the Prov- 
ince of Quebec are all Crown lands, acquired and held, we believe, 
under precisely the same conditions governing those cited in the 
order in council, above mentioned, we presume we are, upon 
proper application, entitled to enjoy the same exemption. 

“Will you kindly advise us at once on this point? We desire 
the informatién for use, not only to our own advantage but also 
to the advantage of the provincial revenues.” 


To this letter Mr. Gouin, who is the Prime Minister of the 
Province of Quebec, made the following reply on January 21, 
1913: 

“In reply to your letter of the 6th instant, I must state that the 
order in council of December 31, 1912, to which you refer, has 
been adopted in favor of four companies which convert into 
paper, in the Province of Quebec, the timber they cut on Crown 


lands. As you are not in the same position, we can not make 
the same exception for your company.” 


The following telegram was accordingly sent by the Riordon 
Company : 


Riordon Paper Company (Ltd.) Confirmation. We sent you a 
telegram this date per C. P. R. Telegraph Company, G. N. W. 
Telegraph Company, of which the following is a correct copy: 


MontreEAaL, February 3, 1913. 
Arthur C. Hastings, 50 Church Street, New York City: 


We saw Hon. Jules Allard today, who stated any present or 
future manufacturer of paper in the Province be given equal 
privilege with four companies already given free wood, but not 
for pulp; declined free our wood for sulphite export, although 
Laurentide sulphite be free. 


Tue Riorpon Putp AND Paper Company (L1tp.), 
T. J. Stevenson, Sales Manager. 

Proceeding, Senator Lodge argued that the Canadians are pro- 
hibiting the export of either wood or pulp wood or wood pulp 
unless the American company has a mill on the Canadian side. 
“That is a far severer and more discriminating burden than an 
export duty or a license fee,” he said. “As to the countervailing 
duty proposed in the free list, paragraph 651, the countervailing 
duty if imposed is to rest entirely upon chemical pulp. There 
is very little chemical pulp exported from Canada. Chemical 
pulp costs more than the paper which is made free. Print paper 
is exempted from duty up to 2% cents a pound and chemical pulp 
costs in the neighborhood of 3 cents a pound.” 

He then called attention to a petition from the Mount Tom 
Sulphite Pulp Company asking that they be put in the same 
class with fine papers and that it will work no hardship to any 
other branch of the paper or pulp industry, but enable American 
mills makjng fine papers to obtain pulp of domestic manufacture 
and not be wholly dependent on foreign mills. Senator Lodge 
laid special stress upon one statement of this company—“a ground 
wood pulp mill having a capacity of 30 tons of pulp per day can 
be built,” he argued, “including cost of water power, for approxi- 
mately $150,000, while a bleached sulphite pulp mill of the same 
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capacity will cost $450,000. The value of ground wood pulp 
f. o. b. the mill is approximately three-fourths of a cent per 
pound, while the value of bleached sulphite f. 0. b. the mill is 
2% to 3 cents per pound. The one is more expensive than the 
paper which it is proposed to make free and the other is not 
more than a third as expensive.” 

The Senator from Massachusetts further stated that it was 
perfectly clear to his mind that the committees of both Houses, 
in giving to Canada these great advantages, intended to put the 
United States on an equality. “They have recognized the danger 
of prohibition in paragraph 651, but they have done nothing 
about paragraph 330, which covers dutiable papers,” he continued. 
“In regard to such papers, they can impose any burden they 
please on wood to be used in the manufacture of paper, wood 
or pulp wood; they can impose any prohibition they please on 
every part of it and there is no means of retaliation. 

“In paragraph 651 mention is particularly made of prohibition 
as one of the things to be especially encountered, and there cer- 
tainly can be no greater obstacle to trade and nothing more unfair 
than to have the country to whose products we are opening our 
market escape prohibiting the export of articles we need when 
countervailing duties could be placed upon her if she imposed an 
export duty or demanded an export fee. On the other hand, it 
is futile to confine retaliation in the free list paragraph 651 to 
chemical wood pulp. You might just as well not write the 
clause.” 

Senator Weeks, also of Massachusetts, followed his colleague, 
Mr. Lodge, in the discussion of the paper schedule. He main- 
tained that there were really three questions involved in the pend- 
ing legislation—whether it is wise or unwise to entirely remove 
the duty on paper selling for less than 2% cents a pound; whether 
the countervailing duties proposed in the bill sufficiently protect 
the paper makers in the United States; and whether we are open- 
ing a channel by which a large proportion of the raw material of 
this country will eventually be manufactured in Canada rather 
than in the United States. 

According to Senator Weeks, it is a very complicated proposi- 
tion from the standpoint of Canada, because the Canadian Gov- 
ernment may regulate what shall be done so far as her imports 
into Canada are concerned, but she cannot regulate what shall be 
done by the provinces of Canada with their own products; “and,” 
Mr. Weeks continued, “it will be noted that the action which has 
been taken by the different provinces is local, applying to the 
products of the province itself, with which Canada, as the dis- 
tinct Government, has nothing to do. Since the passage of the 
act of 1909 there has been a marked development of the news 
print paper manufacturing business in Canada and substantially 
no increase in the United States. As late as 1911 there were 
manufactured in Canada not over 445 tons of paper a day. The 
increase last year was 430 tons a day. Up to date this year there 
has been an increase of 225 tons a day. By January 1, 1914, 
there will be added to that capacity 390 tons more. In other 
words, there will have been a total increase last year and this 
year of 1,055 tons per day capacity, or a total capacity of Cana- 
dian mills of 1,495 tons per day. The total production of the mills 
of the United States is only about 4,000 tons a day; so that the 
capacity of the Canadian mills, which in 1909, and in fact, Igr1o, 
was only a little over 12 per cent. of the capacity of our mills 
will be on the first of January, 1914, substantially 40 per cent. of 
the capacity of the American mills. In the meantime the increase 
in the United States for the last year was only 235 tons a day, 
only about half that in Canada, and up to date this year 110 tons 
a day. So that the increase in the United States during the past 
two years, without considering what will be developed before the 
first of January, 1914, by Canada, has been only 50 per cent. of the 
increase of the Canadian mills.”

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GROUND WOOD PULP IN DEMAND 


MontTREAL, Que., September 1, 1913.—There is no new develop- 
ment in the market situation this week. A satisfactory feature, 
however, is the continued increase in demand for ground pulp 
for export to the United States. Apart from this buyers are 
apparently waiting for the outcome of the tariff situation before 
seeking new contracts. 


GONDITIONS IN NORWAY AND SWEDEN 


Pulp conditions in Norway and Sweden, as reported by the 
trade journals of those countries, follow: 

Norway (From Farmand, August 16).—Cellulose is unchanged 
and still quiet. Mechanical Wood Pulp for prompt has dipped 
below Kr. 30 f. o. b., a sale having been reported at Kr. 30 less 
3 per cent., but this was in connection with a three years’ con- 
tract for 1914-17 at Kr. 36, less 3 per cent. f. o. b. 

Sweden (From Affarsvarlden, August 20).—The last week has 
passed without any sales of Mechanical Pulp from Sweden. The 
Swedish manufacturers have for a long time been very reluctant, 
and this should be a good proof of our former statement, viz., that 
the manufacturers have comparatively very little unsold for this and 
next year. Reports show there has been a further fall-in prices 
in Norway; as far as prompt delivery is concerned. a large parcel 
has been sold at about Kr. 29—net f. o. b. For delivery over 
1914 and the following years much higher prices have been paid, 
about Kr. 35—net f. o. b., which should let us hope for a firmer 
market. The market in Chemical Pulp is very dull, but prices 
are generally unchanged. 


GREAT STRIKE IN THE CORNISH GLAY FIELDS 


S’AustetL, England, August 27. 1913.—The readers of THE 
PAPER TRADE JoURNAL will regret to learn that the whole of the 
china clary industry of Mid-Cornwall has been entirely held up 
through a sharp and serious strike among the 5,000 clay workers 
For many months the doctrines of trade unionism have been 
propagated with unabating vigor by an imported agitator, but 
the excellent relations which had hitherto existed between the 
masters and men was generally regarded as an almost invul- 
nerable barrier against such an untoward result. The shadow of 
this strike fell down on the Cornish china clay works with 
remarkable suddenness, and not even the most sanguine supporter 
of this new despotic movement to Cornwall had anticipated that 
the producing operations in all the works could have been ren- 
dered idle within the short space of less than a week. 

The trouble had a very small beginning, and had it received a 
little patience and tact the crisis could have been easily averted. 
Several firms, including the West of England and Great Beam 
China Clay Company, Messrs. Martin Brothers and Messrs. North 
& Rose, had conceded to the men’s petition for an advance by 
granting an increase of 1s. 6d. per week. This rise alone will 
increase the wages’ bill of the former company to the extent of 
over $20,000 per annum. Had the other firms fallen into a 
similar line of action trade unionism, as far as it affected the 
china clay works, would have been disarmed and the clay fields 
of Mid-Cornwall continued in their unparalleled prosperity. 

Since the complete cessation at the works the town and even 
the whole district of S’Austell have been strangely quiet. There 
are no wagons conveying china clay to the various sidings and 
branch lines; no long teams with their heavy ladened wagons 
passing through the main streets of S’Austell; no trains with their 
usual complement of about two hundred tons proceeding to the 
docks; no ships being loaded at Fowey, Charlestown or Par—nay 
the desire of the wreckers had been successfully achieved. A 


few cargoes of clay have been shipped despite the vigilance of 
the pickets since the strike, but those steamers are now held up 
by the refusal of the dock laborers to unload them, consequently 
the deadlock is complete, and the conflict will be a severe one 
without some modifying deliberation prevail. That such a crisis 
should have happened in the height of this great industry’s pros- 
perity is deplored, particularly when it is fairly estimated that 
nearly $40,000 per week is lost to the district as a result. 

As an indication that it will shortly have a damaging effect 
upon the industry has been made manifest recently by a large con- 
tinental agent, who remarked that in order to meet the pressing 
demands he had been obliged to make large purchases from the 
clay pits in France. A letter received from an American firm 
states: “We do not know at present what effect this additional 
trouble (the clay workers’ strike) will have on our trade here in 
the United States. Certainly it will be harder for us to continue 
with our Cornish merchants after the present contracts expire, 
and it will certainly make us more anxious to obtain satisfactory 
American clay.” 
~In view of all the factors in this situation, it is too much to 
expect that the dispute is capable of a prompt settlement. The 
greatest obstacle seems to be the recognition of the union, which 
is one of the cardinal points put forward by the men’s leaders. 
Mediation has been attempted, but up to the time of writing 
it is impossible to open up a communication between the two 
parties. It is, however, hoped that after the strenuous excitement 
which has disturbed the whole neighborhood there will be an 
opportunity to view the position with equanimity and that some 
peaceful settlement may result and thus prevent a disastrous 
calamity from descending upon a hitherto prosperous industrial 
district. 


GERMAN PAPER TRADE IN 1912-13 


The annual report of Herr Ditges, the business manager of the 
Association of German Paper Manufacturers, for the business 
period of 1912-13, states that the year was one of the most favor- 


able ever traversed by German industries in general. The 
operative factors likewise influenced the paper manufacturing in- 
dustry, which had to meet special demands, such as the require- 
ments of the Reichstag elections. This fact led to an increased 
demand from newspapers, as well as for official electoral purposes. 

Manufacturers had to encounter difficulties as to the supply of 
raw materials, particularly in consequence of the important ship- 
ments of German rags to the United States. This led to a re- 
newed call for an export duty on rags. The exports of 1912 under 
this head showed a marked increase. 

Competition has, moreover, increased as to the purchase of pulp 
wood in the Rusisan forests on the part of Sweden and Norway, 
which countries no longer afford reserves from which German 
consumers can draw. The diminished supply of wood and the 
increased demand have led to a continual advance in the prices of 
ground wood and wood pulp. Prices of other raw materials also 
increased in 1912, particularly those of sulphur; alumina, caseine, 
wool felts and dyes. 

Notwithstanding all these advances, the German paper manu- 
facturer has been unable to obtain a corresponding increase of 
price, technical improvements not having succeeded in effecting 
the necessary economies. 

The end of 1912 and the commencement of 1913 witnessed a 
reduction in the active demand previously existing for paper, the 
Balkan War and the contingency of Germany becoming impli- 
cated, being contributory factors in the situation.

GANADIAN NEWS 


Railway Commission Will Take Up Several Important Matters on 
September 16—Exports of Pulp Increasing—J. R. Booth 
Interested in Horse Racing—Barbers Must Use Paper 
Head Rests—Forest Fires Less Serious—Railway Spur 
into Iroquois Falls Establishes Communication with New 


Mill Now Under Construction. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENTS. ] 

Ottawa, Can., September 2, 1913.—Responding to the urgent 
request of shippers represented by boards of trade, .lumbermen’s 
and manufacturers’ associations, the Railway Commission has 
announced that at a meeting to be held in this city on September 
16 it will require the railways to show cause for their abolition 
of the cartage system which they have conducted for the past 
quarter of a century, but stated their intention of discontinuing 
after October I next. 

It has been proposed to inaugurate a joint cartage system oper- 
ated on behalf of all shippers, but nothing will be done toward 
this end pending the outcome of the hearing before the railway 
commission. Unless the railways decide to continue the system 
it will mean that paper dealers, for instance, will find it costs 
them more to ship their goods. 

At the meeting of the Railway Commission on September 16 
the matter of paying interest on overcharges made on freight by 
railways will also be considered. 


Pulp and Lumber Exports Increasing 

Otrawa, Can., September 2, 1913.—According to statistics com- 
piled by the Department of Customs the volume of exports of 
manufactured articles from the Dominion is increasing rapidly. 
Figures furnished for the first four months of the fiscal year 
ending July 31 last show that the products of the forest exported 
amounted to $14,171,000, which is a substantial increase over the 
same period in 1912. 





J. R. Booth a Patron of the Races 

Ortawa, Can., September 2, 1913.—John R. Booth, the million- 
aire veteran lumberman and paper manufacturer of this city, has 
been appointed a steward at the fall meet of the Connaught Park 
Jockey Club, now in progress. Mr. Booth, in spite of his ad- 
vanced age, is an ardent devotee of horse racing and was one 
of those who contributed to a Lumbermen’s Sweepstake at the 
last meet. 


Health Regulations Promise New Uses for Paper 
Ottawa, Can., September 2, 1913.—A recent amendment to local 
board of health regulations governing barber shops requires 
among other things that the “head of each customer must rest 
on clean unused paper which shall not be used again.” The board 
has also made strict regulations for the bakeshops and confec- 
tioners which will mean the wide use of paper wrappings. 


Forest Fires Not So Serious This Year 

Orrawa, Ont., September 2, 1913.—In connection with the re- 
cent forest fires throughout Ontario in which it was at first 
stated that enormous amounts of pulp wood had been lost as in 
similar fires in Quebec, it is now denied by lumbermen and 
others, among them the Minister of Lands, Forests and Mines 
for Ontario, W. H. Hearst, that any considerable quantity of 
timber was consumed. The fires for the greater part burnt around 


the limits, they state, and were not so destructive as forest fires 
in previous years. 
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Progress at Iroquois Falls 

MontreAL, Que., September 2, 1913.—The spur line from the 
main track of the T. & N. O. Railway, into Iroquois Falls, has 
now been completed, so that communication is open with the pulp 
and paper plant being established at that place by the Montreal 
syndicate known as the Abitibi Pulp and Paper Company. When 
the line was opened a day or two ago, a special train, carrying 
ministers of the Provincial Government and others was run right 
up to the doors of the camp. Considerable surprise was expressed 
at the great progress made with the plant. The Hon. W. Hears: 
declared that the plant was the greatest industrial development 
established in the Clay Belt up to the present. The Provincial 
Government, he said, realized that the establishment of pulp and 
paper mills would be the only way to clear the land, as they 
would give the settler a market for his pulp wood. This was 
the only way in which the east and middle of Canada could hope 
to rival the west in rural prosperity. At first the company had 
been doubtful if they could make paper at a profit at Iroquois 
Falls, but he was now informed that it was assured that it could, 
and that it would shortly go ahead with a plant for the manu- 
facture of news print. 


Forest Fires Play Havoc in New Ontario 
Toronto, Ont., September 2, 1913.—There is nothing but the 
bare bones of wide sections of country on both sides of the Cana- 
dian Northern tracks in New Ontario remaining from the recent 
forest fires. A considerable portion of this land was covered with 
good timber and pulp wood. 








Sweden Wants Free Entry for Wood Pulp 

WASHINGTON, September 2, 1913.—Sweden has raised the ques 
tion whether Swedish wood pulp and paper shipped to another 
country and then transshipped to the United States is entitled 
to free entry into this country. 

Count Bonde, the charge d'affaires of Sweden, today conferred 
with Assistant Attorney General Denison, whose decision on the 
subject will affect all other countries having “favored nation” 
treaties with the United States.

Stationers Plan to Visit Paper Mills During Convention at Spring- 
field in October—Labor Day Celebrations of Paper Makers 
—Crane’s Mill at Westfield Undergoes Extensive Improve- 
ments——Seeks Treasuryship of International Brotherhood.

Hotyoxe, Mass., September 2, 1913.—Five hundred delegates 
from all over this country will attend the convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Stationers and Manufacturers to be held in 
Sjringfield, October 13 to 18 The convention sessions were 
originally scheduled to be held alternately in this city and Spring- 
field, but it was finally decided’ to hold all of the sessions in the 
latter city and make daily visits of inspection of the paper mills of 
Holyoke.

The delegates will come from all parts of the country, and 
they are anticipating the pleasures and instruction that will result 
in their week’s stay in the greatest paper manufacturing centre in 
the world and the beautiful scenery that surrounds it. The 
Western and Southern delegates are especially glad to have the 
opportunity to look over the famous paper making plants of this 
city. Many of the delegates will be accompanied by their wives, 


and special arrangements have been made for the entertainment 


of the fair sex. 





Paper Makers Enjoy Two Days’ Gelebration 

Hotyoxe, Mass., September 2, 1913.—Sunday and Monday of 
this week were red letter days in the calendar for the paper 
makers of this vicinity. Beginning with two largely attended 
meetings of the Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers held Sunday after- 
noon and evening, which were addressed by prominent officers of 
the International Brotherhood of Paper Makers, the festivities 
were followed on Monday by the largest parade of labor organiza- 
tions ever held in Holyoke, in which the members of Eagle 
Lodge made a fine showing, and concluded with the annual ball 
of the Eagle Lodge Monday evening. 

Sunday afternoon the officers of all the paper makers’ unions in 
this section held a meeting in the paper makers’ social rooms in 
this city, where they were met by J. T. Carey, president of the 
International Brotherhood of Paper Makers. President Carey re- 
viewed the work of the paper makers’ unions for the past few 
months and mapped out the best plans to follow for the benefit 
of the organized paper makers of this vicinity in the future. 

The meeting of the paper makers held Sunday evening brought 
out a large attendance. Members of paper makers’ unions from 
a number of places near by Holyoke were present. Speeches of 
great interest to paper mill workers were made by International 
President J. T. Carey, Vice-President Smith, of the Brotherhood; 
President Alden, of the State branch A. F. of L., and President 
Fleming, of the Central Labor Union, of this city. 

The paper makers made a most impressive showing in the great 
parade of labor organizations on Monday. They turned out the 
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largest marching body in the parade, numbering over one thousand 
men, and with their natty uniforms, dark trousers, white shirts 
and caps and each man carrying a cane they won applause all 
along the line of march. The day’s festivities wound up in the 
evening with a largely attended ball of the Eagle Lodge. 





Extensive Improvements Being Made 

Hotyoxe, Mass., September 2, 1913.—With 100 carpenters and 
laborers employed, the Casper Ranger Company, of this city, has 
started work on the many improvements which are to be made 
in the lower paper mill of the Crane Brothers, at Westfield, Mass. 
It is thought that it will be more than a month before all of the 
work is completed. In the meantime the plant will be closed, 
with the exception of the finishing department, which will be run 
as long as there is any paper to be turned out. 

There are about 100 men employed in the mill, and in spite of 
the fact that no paper is being made there at the present time, all 
of the employees who wish it are being given work in the im- 
provement and renovation of the plant. It is the intention of the 


“managers to thoroughly overhaul the the entire interior of the 


mill building. New flooring will be laid in many of the rooms 
and new machinery will replace some of the more antiquated 
pieces. Many of the old machines will be overhauled and up-to- 
date attachments installed. New lofts will be built and there will 
be an entire new drying system. 

Although the time set for the improvements has been limited to 
a month, it is hardly thought that all of the changes will be made 
in this time. 

Since the mills were taken over from the Crane Brothers estate 
last fall many changes have been made. The upper mill has been 
discontinued, all of the work now being done in the lower plant. 
The company is now devoting its attention to the manufacture of 
all linen and Japanese linen paper. Inthe past the plant had turned 
out ledger paper, typewriting paper, tablets and the linenoid prod- 
ucts. The ledger and linenoid departments have been done away 
with and the manufacture of the tablet and typewriter linen has 
been removed to Pittsfield. 





Candidate for Treasurer 


Horyoxe, Mass., September 2. 1913.—William B. Clement, a 
leader among the paper makers of this city, is one of the three 
candidates for the office of treasurer of the International Brother- 
hood of Paper Makers, and the prospects are excellent for his 
election at the annual meeting of the Brotherhood, which takes 


place in October. The candidates besides Mr. Clement are the 


present treasurer, Mr. McDermott, of Bellows Falls, and a Niagara 
Falls paper maker. 


Big Water Wheel Being Installed

Watertown, N. Y., September 2, 1913.—One of the largest water 
wheels in the State will soon be installed at the new power plant 
of the J. B. Wise concern in this city. Mr. Wise has been at work 
on his new hydro-electric development for the past year, and some 


of the most difficult work in connectign with the development has 
been finished. 


This new development is on the Black River just above the city, 
and when completed will have a capacity of 3,000 horse power. 
In order to get the full benefit of the water without loss in head, 
the head racks were built with an extreme length of 230 feet and 
with a vertical depth of 26 feet, giving a slow velocitiy of water 
so as to prevent the clogging of the racks with slush, ice and 
leaves, which make much trouble along the river at certain times 
of the year.

NEWS FROM MAINE 


State Seeks Aid of Federal Government to Prevent Forest Fires 
—Summer Forestry School a Success—To Fight the 
Spruce Bud Moth—Great Northern Installs New Machine 
—Paper Makers Participate in Labor Day Festivities— 
Ex-Paper Maker Now a Lawyer—Baseball News.

Avcusta, Me. September 2, 1913.—Maine and Massachusetts 
have been the only States that have found it necessary, this year, 
to call on the Federal Government for aid on account of extra 
serious fire hazard. An emergency fund of the Department of 
Agriculture provides the disbursements of such funds in such an 
emergency. 

Maine has found itself compelled to employ extra men over and 
above the normal allowance provided in the agreement with the 
Federal Government. States are allowed to do this up to a cer- 
tain fixed maximum, on the initiative of the State officer in 
charge of forestry protection. The unusual emergency in these 
two New England States has been caused by the protracted 
drought, which, fortunately, has not resulted in widespread-con- 
flagrations as yet. 






The Success of the Summer Forestry School 

Orono, Me., September 2, 1913.—So successful was the recent 
summer school under the auspices of the University of Maine 
forestry department, at Princeton, that Prof. John M. Briscoe, of 
the department, has decided to make the summer school a regular 
required portion of the four year forestry course at the University 
of Maine. The time schedule will also be extended. At the same 
time arrangements will be made by which men who do not wish 
to take the regular course can take up any courses that are of 
particular interest to them. Pulp mill managers and owners who 
wish to acquire a first hand knowledge of what modern forestry 
study means are expected to be among the future patrons of 
this school. 


To War Against Spruce Bud Moth 

Avucusta, Me., September 2, 1913.—Maine timberland owners, 
especially those who also own New Brunswick forest lands, are 
interested to hear that New Brunswick is planning to fight the 
spruce bud moth. William McIntosh, of the St. John branch of 
the Natural History Society, has received word from the Crown 
lands department of the Government to conduct examination into 
and report on the spruce bud insect, which is injuring the forests 
of New Brunswick. Mr. McIntosh has been in the Grand Lake 
district, and reports that while the insects there are troublesome, 
they are not nearly as numerous or as dangerous as in the more 
northern portions of the province where the destruction is some- 
thing never before heard of. As the forest in the Grand Lake dis- 
trict is largely hardwood, the destruction there is naturally not so 
extensive as further north, where there are more spruce and fir. 
The observations and study of the spruce bud worm will be con- 


tinued by Mr. McIntosh and later conditions in other sections will 
be investigated. 


New Paper Machine for the Great Northern 

East Mitirnocxet, Me., September 2, 1913.—An expert from 
the Rice & Barton Paper Machinery Company arrived here last 
week to take charge of the work of installing the new paper 
machine at the East Millinocket mills of the Great Northern Paper 
Company. .Workmen have been busy here all summer building 
an addition to the mill, and now the active installation of the 
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machinery will be on the program for several weeks.

IN MIAMI VALLEY 


Precautions Now Being Taken Against Floods During the Com- 
ing Spring Freshets—Many Paper Mill Men Attend Fune- 
ral of Judge Dechant—Majority in Favor of Canal Im- 
provement—Finds a Diamond in Bale of Rags—Though 
Business Is Good, Unemployed Men and Women Are 


Numerous. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 1, 1913—The County Emergency Com- 
mission has adopted the plans of engineer Hill for the construction 
of a levee across a point north of Campbell’s Island in the Miami 
River, near Hamilton, for the protection, temporarily, of that city 
from future floods. The cost of this will be $39,000. Bids will 
be received for the work up to September 8. 

The construction of the levee is expected to be completed by 
early winter and it is thought that this barrier will save the city 
from freshets next spring, which usually begin some time in Feb- 
ruary. 

The Hamilton improvement of a temporary nature provides for 
the purchase of 12 acres of farm land, which is not included in the 
estimate of $39,000. While there is no money available in Butler 
County for this work, legal opinnon has been secured that the 
commission may act in the emergency. 

In Dayton during the week a bond issue of $50,000 was authorized 
for the purpose of clearing out the undergrowth from the bed of 
the Miami River and the islands that have been formed by the 
various freshets from time to time. This is exclusive of the 
$2,000,000 flood prevention fund, as that sum will not be touched 
until the Morgan Engineering Company completes its survey and 
recommends a plan to be followed. 

The Government this week ordered an investigation of the pol- 
lution of streams in the Ohio Valley, including the Miami, and 
has stopped work on several bridges which have been under par- 
tial construction. It is inferred by this action that the Govern- 
ment contemplates extensive waterway changes in the Miami Valley, 
as it thus recognizes its power to control the Miami River as a 
navigable stream. 


The Funeral of the Late Judge W. L. Dechant 
Dayton, Ohio, September 1, 1913.—Governor Cox, members of 
the State Utilities Commission, county officials and a large number 
of paper mill men attended the funeral of the late Judge William 


L. Dechant at Middletown last Thursday afternoon. Judge De- 
chant’s death occurred at Battle Creek, Mich, and came as a 
decided shock to relatives and friends, just at a time when he 
was expected to take up his duties as chairman of the Ohio Utili- 
ties Commission, to which post he had just been appointed. 

The services were held at the Dechant home in Middletown 
and Rev. Hamil Shields, former pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church, officiated. Members of the Order of Elks attended in a 
body and the usual Elk ritual was observed. 

Judge Dechant for many years was manager of the Paul J. 
Sorg estate and as such became intimately associated with paper 
mill men. Interment was made at the Franklin, Ohio, cemetery. 


Advocate Improvement of Canal 

Dayton, Ohio, September 1, 1913.—The Ohio Legislative Com- 
mittee investigating the Miami and Erie and other canal systems 
in the State has completed its work and the members have re- 
turned to their respective homes to await the session of the General 
Assembly, when recommendations will be made as to the future 
disposition of the canals. A difference of opinion developed here, 
some of the tradesmen urging abandonment of the canal, which 


they termed as a nuisance, while the majority advocated improve- 
ments and the construction of a barge canal. 

It seems that this plan met with favor among the greatest 
number of mill men. For instance, Thomas Beckett, of the Beckett 
Paper Company, Hamilton, stated that if the canal was carrying 
freight at this time, he could furnish thirty or forty tons daily of 
raw material and a similar amount of the finished product for 
transportation over the waterway. Morris W. Rennick, president 
of the Advance Bag Company, declared himself in favor of a 
barge canal. Chas. W. Shartle, president of the Shartle Brothers 
Machine Company, makers of paper mill machinery, declared the 
canal a valuable asset to the State of Ohio. 

Scores of other manufacturers in Dayton, Hamilton, Middle- 
town, Cinti, Piqua, Troy and other towns have given their 
opinions to the committee, and they are in possession of first hand 
information which it would have been impossible to have gained 
in any other way than an inspection. 


$150 Diamond Found in Paper Stock 


Dayton, Ohio, September 1, 1913.—Another diamond discovery 
has been made at one of the paper mills in Middletown. A couple 
of times each year excitement runs high on account of the “finds” 
reported by boys or men who search the refuse in the hope of 
getting valuables that may have been thrown away in rags or 
old clothes which eventually find their way to the paper mills. 
The most common article of value that is lost in this manner is 
the diamond, and, naturally, the most prized gem of all. 

The “find” this time was made at the Gardner-Harvey Paper 
Mill and when it was reported that boys had been greatly enriched 
there was a rush of idlers to the place and a more thorough search 
was made. 

One of the boys had picked up a stone estimated to be worth 
more than $150, but the finder refused to part with it and is 
waiting for a more generous offer. When the lad first found the 
sparkler he thought it was a “phony,” but a reliable jeweler exam- 
ined it, pronounced it genuine and made an offer for it. 


Many Men Out of Work 


Dayton, Ohio, September 1, 1913.—The mills of Middletown are 
running at full blast. Prosperity seems to be at its height not 
alone in the paper mills but in the big rolling mills as well. The 
National Box Board Company is running its plant at the maxi- 
mum capacity. 

At the Sorg paper mills it was reported during the week that, 
though conditions were never better and the mill is being operated 
at its full capacity, there seemed to be more men looking for work 
this summer than at any time during the past two years. This 
condition was attributed to the army of drifters who wander over 
the country in the summer season and work for a few days at 
a time. 

In this city there is complaint of a scarcity of good men and 
women. Some of the folding box plants are complaining that help 
is scarce. There is especially a scarcity of girl employees, and 
as a result one concern employing sewing machine operatives is 
considering removing from the city. 


Blowing Out of Steam Pipe Gauses Accident 


Dayton, Ohio, September 1, 1913.—James Hedley, employed 
in the Miamisburg Paper Company’s plant was seriously injured 
while at work last Wednesday night. His right shoulder was dis- 
located and he was badly scalded about the body by the blowing 
out of a steam pipe. He was given surgical attention in Miamis- 
burg and was brought to this city subsequently for treatment and 
is now a patient at the St. Elizabeth’s hospital.

Five Hundred Employers Refuse to Come Under the Provisions 
of the Wisconsin Compensation Act—Inland Empire Paper 
Company Increases Capital and Elects New Officers—Lake 
Superior’s Heavy Pulp Wood Shipments—Lumbermen 
Busy in the Northern Woods—Two Paper Makers Dis- 
appear; I wo Others Killed. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

App_eTon, Wis., September 2, 1913.—Announcemenf was made at 
Madison yesterday that upward of five hundred Wisconsin em- 
ployers have elected not to come under the provisions of the Wis- 
consin compensation act. It is surprising that so many have 
chosen not to take advantage of this method of protection in 
industrial accidents, but looking over the list more carefully it 
was found that most of those so electing were small employers 
and a very large percentage men engaged in lines involving a 
minimum of hazard. Practically all of the big employers of the 
State have come under the act, except those like the Kimberly- 
Clark Company, for instance, which has for its employees a private 
casualty company, which during its several years of operation has 
worked out eminently satisfactory to both the company and its 
employees. The amended employers’ liability act makes it com- 
pulsory that all Wisconsin employers of four or more men specify 
on September 1 they do not want to come under the act. All not 
so specifying are held to have elected to come under. 





J. G. Rosebush New Head of Inland Empire Gompany 

APPLETON, Wis., September 2, 1913.—The annual meeting of the 
Inland Empire Paper Company, of Spokane, Wash., in which quite 
a bit of Appleton and Wiscosin capital is interested, was held at 
the company’s office a few days ago, at which time officers were 
elected for the ensuing year, and it was voted to double the com- 
pany’s capital stock from $250,000 to $500,000, the increase being 
necessary to take care of extensive improvements and additions 
now nearing completion at the company’s plant. 


Quite a number of changes were made in the election of di- 
rectors and officers. Wilbur S. Yearsley, of Spokane, Wash., who 
has been president of the company since its organization, 1¢- 
quested that he be relieved and his request was respected, Judson 
G. Rosebush, of Appleton, being elected in his stead. Mr. Years- 
ley does not withdraw from the company and was reelected to the 
board of directors. He withdrew from the presidency on account 
of the pressure of other business. The other officers elected fol- 
low: Vice-president, R. S. Talbot, Appleton; treasurer, L. M. 
Alexander, Port Edwards; secretary, W. A. Brazeau, of Grand 
Rapids, Wis.; superintendent, W. H. Goodenough, of Spokane, 
formerly of Depere. The members of the board of directors are 
Messrs. Rosebush, Alexander, Brazeau and Talbot of the list of 
officers, together with Mr. Yearsley. 


The office of general manager, previously held by Mr. Brazeau, 
has been abolished and the duties have been divided. Mr. Brazeau 
under the new plan of operation becomes sales manager, while 
Mr. Talbot assumes the management of the mill in addition to 
the duties devolving upon him as vice-president. Mr. Talbot, head 
of the Fibre Development Company, of Appleton, and who with 
his family has made this city his home quite a number of years, 
expects to remove in the near futuer to Spokane, Wash. Mr. 


Rosebud and Mr. Talbot are in Spokane now, but are expected to 
return early next week. 


Three of the new buildings at the mill are about completed 
and the other two, to be built of steel and concrete, will be rushed 
with all possible haste. All of the machinery to be installed is 
on the ground, and the company expects to have at least one of

the new paper machines ready for operation. not later than No- 
vember 1. The larger of the two new machines, it is expected, 
will go into service about the first of the year. Eight miles of 
paper an hour is expected to be thé speed of the large machine. 
When completed and all the machinery is in operation the mill 
will have a total capacity of about sixty-five tons of paper daily. 
The present and contemplated improvements and extensions of 
the mill will increase the investment of the company about one 
hundred per cent. 










Heavy Shipments of Pulp Wood Across Lake Superior 


App.eton, Wis., September 2, 1913.—The estimated value of pulp 
wood rafts towed across Lake Superior this season is $100,000. 
The last of five giant rafts made up at Port Arthur arrived at 
Ashland, Wis., last week, and the total loss in shipment this season 


It is said that this has been 
not only the biggest season for water shipment of Canadian pulp 
wood, but the most successful. Always heretofore at least one 
raft has gone to pieces, with the result that the owners have sus- 
tained heavy financial loss. It will be months, perhaps, before all 
of the wood has been removed from the water at Ashland and 
transferred to cars ready for shipment to mill yards in Appleton.

Lumbering Activities 


AppLeton, Wis., September 2, 1913.—Activities looking to a busy 
season in the northern woods are already under way. One of the 
largest concerns operating in northern Wisconsin and Michigan 
has increased its woods force by about two hundred men during 
the last few weeks, and is hiring as many more as are available. 
There is something of a scarcity of men, despite the fact that 
business is not up to normal. All companies operating summer 
camps are increasing their forces, and winter camps will be or- 
ganized in the very near future. One leading lumberman declared 
to the writer a few days ago that this ought to be one of the 
biggest winters in years in the northern woods. The lumber 
business has not felt the slump in business to any appreciable 
extent, and stocks are low. The pulp wood operators, also, are 
looking for a big season. 





Three Fatal Accidents 


AppLetTon, Wis., September 2, 1913.—Two Wisconsin paper mak- 
ers disappeared from their homes mysteriously last week. The 
discovery of the lifeless body of one of them floating in the mill 
pond of the Wausau Paper Mills Company solved one of the 
mysteries, but the other still remains without solution. Michael 
Kosiewenski, employed at the plant of the Wausau Paper Mills 
Company at Brokaw, disappeared early last week. Several days 
later his body was found. A coroner’s jury found his death due to 
accident caused by intoxication. John Schmidt, employee of Dells 
Paper and Pulp Company at Eau Claire, disappeared the early 
part of the week, and all effort to locate him have failed. There 
is a suspicion among some of his fellow workers that he has 
returned to Germany. He had a considerable sum of money in 
one of the Eau Claire banks, which he is said to have withdrawn 
on the day he disappeared. 


Two other paper mill employees came to their death by accident 
here last Thursday afternoon. One, Joseph L. Klarer, was killed 
when he was caught between the elevator and the third floor at the 
sulphate mill of the Thilmany Pulp and Paper Company at Kau- 
kauna, and the other, William Krieger, was killed when he was 
run over by a train on the St. Paul Railroad three miles from 
Appleton. He was not employed at the time of the accident, but 
was well known in Fox River Valley paper mill circles, having been 
employed in a number of mills.

AT KALAMAZOO 


Statistics Show That at Least Ninety Per Cent. of Accidents 
Are Due to Carelessness—Coating Company to Build New 
Power House—Extensive Improvements on Big Paper 
Plant—Accident Board Allows Boy Income for Ten 
Years—Labor Day Celebrated with Picnic.

KaLaMaAzoo, Mich., September 2, 1913.—According to statistics 
just issued by the State, it is pointed out that nearly, if not over, 
90 per cent. of the accidents which fall to workingmen are due 
to carelessness. The report shows that from June 1 to July 31 
two men lost their lives in this State in paper machines and eight 
by contact with live wires. The report points out that the two 
paper mill accidents were due entirely to carelessness, one man 
being killed because he tried to throw off a belt with a canthook. 
The pole became caught in the pulley and the handle struck the 
worker in the stomach. The other paper mill worker was 
caught between a sprocket wheel and timbers supporting shafting. 
An examination showed that he had been killed by fright, the 
autopsy showing fatty degeneration of the heart and kidneys. The 
bruises he received when caught between the wheel and timbers 
were trivial. 


Preparing Plans for New Power House 
KaLAMAzoo, Mich., September 2, 1913.—Daniel J. Albertson is 
at present drawing plans for the new power house, which will 
soon be erected by the American Coating Company of Elkhart, 
Ind. The new power plant will be one of the best equipped in 
Indiana, and according to Mr. Albertson it will be especially well 


arranged. The heating plant of the company will also be rear- 
ranged. 





French Paper Gompany Undergoes Improvements 


KaLaMAzoo, Mich., September 2, 1913.—Extensive improvements 
have been made during the past few weeks by the French Paper 
Company, of Niles, Mich. A new roof supported by steel girders 
has been built on the machine room, and concrete foundations have 
been completed for a new three story warehouse, which will be 
100x40 when finished. New vats and purifiers have been installed. 
Nearly one hundred extra men have been employed om the im- 
provement work. The company is experiencing an exceptionally 
good business and the many improvements which are now being 
made have been forced by increased business.

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Gets $4.30 Per Week for Ten Years 

KataMazoo, Mich., September 2, 1913.—Christ Kabakerius, the 
nineteen year old Greek boy who was badly hurt last year in the 
Bryant Paper Company’s plant, has been allowed $4.34 a week 
for ten years by the Industrial Accident Board of Michigan. The 
boy lost one hand and a part of the other when they became 
caught in a machine. At an investigation recently conducted here 
by the board, it was discovered that the accident was due entirely 
to carelessness. The boy had been over in this country but a 
short time before the accident happened. It is his desire to return 
to his home across the sea. 


Minimum Fire Loss in Forests This Year 
WasHINcTON, September 2, 1913.—The Forest Service today de- 
clared that loss from flames among the growing timber so far 
this year had been kept to a minimum through the present fire- 
fighting force. 
Several States have a cooperative arrangement with the Federal 
Government under which they are permitted to draw on the Fed- 


~eral Treasury for funds for fire fighting whenever unusual con- 


ditions arise. 

“Only two States, Massachusetts and Maine,” says the Forest 
Service, “have thus far found it necessary, because of extra 
serious fire hazard, to call upon these emergency provisions.” 


Proposals Wanted for 4,000,000,000 Post Gards 

WasHINcTON, September 2, 1913.—Four billion postal cards will 
be required by the Post Office Department during the next four 
years and Postmaster-General Burleson today asked for sealed 
proposals for furnishing that number. The contract now is held 
by the Government Printing Office, but previously was executed 
by a private printing concern. The Post Office Department sup- 
plies the plates from which the cards are printed and it may 
change them at any time. Engravers now are working upon a 
portrait of Thomas Jefferson, which is to be substituted for that 
of William McKinley on the new issue.

ENGLISH TRADE NEWS 


Three Disastrous Fires—Sulphite Pulp Mill in Finland Also 
Destroyed with Heavy Loss—China Clay Workers Strike 
for More Pay—Companies Declare Dividends, Back In- 
terest and Bonuses, Etc.—Official Returns of Import and 
Export Trade. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Lonpon, August 26, 1913.—Fire has played havoc in three cases 
since my last letter and to the already heavy list of damages 
incurred this year we have to add, at the lowest estimate, 
$250,000. The first and least serious of the three fires referred 
to was at the Heap Bridge Mills, run by Yates, Duxbury & Sons, 
at Bury, Lancashire, for the production of printings, writings, 
cartridges and skip papers. In this case it was only some stacks 
of wood pulp in the mill yard which were burned, the fire bri- 
gade being successful in warding the flames off the buildings. 
The damage runs ‘into a couple of thousand dollars. Much 
more serious were the fires, both of which broke out on Sunday 
last, at Tovil, near Maidstone, Kent, and at Denny, Falkirk. 
In the former a large part of the Bridge Paper Mills as well as 
about a thousand tons of wood. pulp stacked nearby were de- 
stroyed, and the damage is estimated to be at least $150,000. 
The proprietors of these mills are A. E. Reed & Co., Ltd. 
(London). The departments destroyed were the coating and 
finishing buildings, which were built nine years ago, and five 
large and costly machines. Two hundred and fifty tons of paper 
were also burned. Reed produces imitation art printings, car- 
tridges, parchments, etc. The third fire was at Carron Grove 
Paper Mills on Sunday night. This company produces fine 
writings, cartridge and litho papers and use esparto grass in 
the process. Its store of over 2,000 tons of esparto grass con- 
tained in a building measuring 240 feet by 120 by 60 feet was con- 
sumed, the estimated loss being from $75,000 to $100,000. By 
the destruction of so much raw material work is considerably 
interfered with, and of the 350 hands employed at the mills, the 
greater number will be unemployed for some time. As having 
an effect upon the wood pulp supply, it may be mentioned in 
this paragraph that news has been received here that the Kotka 
Cellulosafabrik, Finland, which prodiices a superior grade of 
sulphate pulp and the entire stocks have been destroyed by fire, 
the damage being estimated at abut 1,000,000 marks. 

STRIKE oF CHINA CLAy WorKERS. 

In a previous letter I intimated that there was a probability 
of the strike of workers in the Mid-Cornish china clay district 
spreading. Results have justified this conclusion, as it is now 
announced that 5,000 clay workers are on strike for a minimum 
wage of $6 per week. By this cessation of work there is with- 
drawn from supplies approximately 2,000 tons of china clay a 
day and the direct result is an advance in the quotations for 
this material of from 36 cents to 72 cents per ton. It has been 
definitely decided by the employers, who met this week, to stand 
firm against the men’s demands. The Employers’ Federation 
tefuse to recognize the men’s union. This recognition is made 
one of the stipulations by the union leaders. 

Peestes & Son Pass DivivEnp. 

The result of a year’s trading by Peebles & Son, Ltd., of 
Blackburn and Accrington, Lancashire, makers of high-grade 
news, printings and writings, is that the ordinary shareholders 
for a fifth year in succession have to go without any dividend, 
while the directors have only drawn one-fourth of their fees. 
The extra cost of the year under review compared with the 
previous twelve months was $35,000, while the cost of paper had 
mot gone up (this was attributed by the chairman to foreign com- 
petition). By instituting an eight-hour in place of the twelve- 
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hour shift last January the wages bill alone was increased by 


over $8,000 a year. The management in consequence of these 
poor results, and not having sufficient money at their command, 
have postponed putting in another paper making machine and 
enlarging their art paper mill, as had been intended. 

Company DIvIpenps. 

The Grove Mill Paper Company, Ltd., of Stockport, makers 
of printings, cartridges and glazed tints, in the last half year 
made sufficient profits to pay an interim dividend of 5 per cent. 
per annum to the shareholders, while the Roach Bridge Paper 
Company, Ltd., Samlesbury, near Preston, Lancashire, makers 
of drapers’ cap papers and skips, found it possible at the end of 
the first six months of this year to pay a dividend for the half 
year at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum. Matters are also 
improving with the firm of Olive Brothers, Ltd., of Bury Lancs, 
the directors now decided to pay three half years’ back interest. 
Another paper making concern which is progressing is that of 
the East Lancashire Papermaking Company, the directors of 
which recommend a dividend of 5 per cent. on bonus shares 


_and 10 per cent. and 5 per cent. bonus on ordinary and preference 


shares for the past six months. 
IMPORTS AND Exports. 

Official returns show our imports of all kinds of paper in 
July to amount to 1,207,370 cwts., compared with 1,050,058 cwts. 
a year ago, this making the seven months’ total 7,406,070 cwts., 
as against. 6,571,579 cwts. The July import of printings and 
writings on reels was 285,427 cwts., as against 281,781 cwts. a 
year ago; of printings and writings not on reels, 82,930 cwts., 
compared with 86,161 cwts., and of hangings, 2,151 cwts., com- 
pared with 1,848 cwts. The import of packing and wrapping 
papers was 366,521 cwts., as against 324,413 cwts. in July, rorz2. 

Our exports of papers of all kinds reached 333,365 cwts. in 
the month, as against 222,506 cwts. twelve months ago, while 
the seven months’ total this year was 2,108,986 cwts., compared 
with 1,756,644 cwts. last year. Both writings and printings went 
abroad in July in quantities well in excess of the amount shipped 
twelve months ago, the total export of writings for the month 
being 41,446 cwts., compared with 38,874 cwts., and of printings, 
171,693 cwts., compared with 136,426 cwts. in July, 1912. 

The amount of paper making material imported in the month 
comprised 3,383 tons of rags, 15,338 tons of esparto grass, 31,426 
tons of chemical wood pulp (of which 370 tons were wet), 51,862 
tons of mechanical wood pulp (of which 51,153 tons were wet), and 
1,981 tons of other materials, whereas in July last year the im- 
ports were: Rags, 2,081 tons; esparto, 20,105 tons; chemical 
pulp, 40,365 tons; mechanical pulp, 88,295 tons, and other mate- 
rials, 1,239 tons. The sum of the imports during seven months 
is 679,889 tons of all raw materials, as against 594,464 tons in 
the first seven months of last year. 


Belgian Tariff on Paper Gut One-Half 

Paris, August 30, 1913.—The chief Belgian paper manufacturers 
having formed a trust with the view of increasing prices, Belgian 
newspaper proprietors have collectively appealed to the Minister 
of Finances to remove the 16 per cent. ad valorem tariff on for- 
eign paper. 

After hearing arguments the Minister decided that the duty 
should be reduced one-half. A bill to change the tariff on paper 
from 4 francs per 100 kilograms to 2 francs has now been passed 
by both Houses of Parliament, neutralizing the effects of the 
paper manufacturers’ trust.

Box Boards Advance 


C. W. Bell, general manager of the American Straw Board 
Company, at 141 Wooster street, New York, in explaining why 
his concern is refusing to accept business for paper stock boards, 
has issued the following circular letter to the trade under date 
of August 30: 

“The leading paper stock packers and shippers of the Middle 
West, with headquarters in Chicago and St. Louis, have advanced 
their prices for limited quantities to be delivered in September 
only.

$2 higher price because we have orders in hand for all we can 
manufacture and ship from the low-priced stock now in our 
possession and on order.”

A contract for extensive alterations and improvements in the 
Crane paper mills has been awarded to the Casper Ranger Com- 
pany, of Holyoke. One hundred carpenters went to work on the 
changes last week, and it is expected that as many more will be 
employed this week. 

The Warren Manufacturing Company, Bloomsbury, N. J., will 
add to the electrical equipment of its paper mills a 360 kv-a. 
alternating current generator, 200 horse power induction motor 
and switchboard apparatus which have been ordered from the Gen- 
eral Electric Company. 


Superintendent Lewis, of the East Millinocket mill for the Great 
Northern Paper Company, has tendered his resignation to take 
effect in the near future. Superintendent Lewis, who came to 
East Millinocket, Me., from Madison, has been very popular with 
the mill employees and other residents, and his resignation is 
generally regretted. 

The work of enlarging the plant of the Schmidt & Ault Paper 
Company, at York, Pa., is progressing rapidly. The foundation 
walls for the new machine room building have been completed, and 
the men have started on the brick and concrete structural work.

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Overzealous Officials 

The policy of the Treasury. Department, in respect to the im- 
portation of European pulp, following the decree of the United 
States Customs Court of Appeals, is not likely to be forgotten 
by paper manufacturers and importers of the United States. They 
have reason to feel indignant about it, and most righteously so, 
for in all the annals of customs administration we doubt if 
anything has been quite so pointedly bad, quite so aggravating and 
so unjust to the man who pays most of the expense of running the 
Government, as the treatment which in this instance has been 
meted out to him. Had he been a criminal trying to evade the 
law, trying to cheat by smuggling or in any way endeavoring to 
get the better of the public by fraud, he could not have been prose- 
cuted or persecuted more vigorously or more persistently. It is 
time such high handed action which characterized the proceedings 
of the “most favored nation case” should cease once and forever. 

The Government, by virtue of its relation to the people, pos- 
sesses certain rights which naturally cannot be accorded to indi- 
viduals. It is proper therefore that a government cannot be sued 
except by its own consent. But, in its conduct of public affairs, 
and particularly in respect for and obedience to the law, the Gov- 
ernment is supposed to set an example to the people. 

Sharp practice and subterfuge must be expected in a cosmo- 
politan business world, but an evasion of the law on the flimsiest 
of pretexts, merely to gratify the vainglory of some paid servant 
of the people, should not be tolerated, and the sooner the American 
people let it be known to their paid officials, that they will not 


stand for their intolerance, the better it will be for all concerned. 

The trouble is not with the Government itself as represented 
by the Cabinet heads of the various departments. These men 
are of too broad a type. Circumstances which gave them their 
high positions, have, perforce, trained them to be fair and liberal. 
The root of the evil lies with the understrapper, whose life has 
been spent as a recluse in a Government office. By reason of 
his long immuring within the office walls and a habit, which 
to him has become a second nature, of defending his charg2 
against the daily demands of outsiders, he grows narrower in 
his views year by year. The longer he remains in the service, the 
worse he becomes. He begins, unconsciously perhaps, to con- 
sider that the people have no rights which the Government is 
in any way bound to respect. These are the men who, knowing 
the details of their departments thoroughly, are the chief coun- 
sellors of the ever changing department heads, and it is them, 
and not the secretary of a department, who are to blame for most 


of the friction between the Government and the people. 


In the army and navy there is a system whereby an officer, 
after a certain age, is retired for the good of the service. This 
is done to preserve vitality and general mental vigor in the re- 
spective forces, by creating a constant flaw of new blood. 

It is time that some such system should be applied to the higher 
civil service, since it is apparent that after several years at the 
same routine, a man becomes incapable of seeing above the 
groove in which he worked. 

We would not have it inferred that men so retired have not 


been actuated in all they did by a sense of duty as they have seen

it; they should be retired because long association with the same 
ideas has dulled the edge of their usefulness. 

It must not be forgotten that these same narrow-minded men, 
trained to think only of themselves and their departments, are 
the men who actually frame our tariff and customs regulations, 
which are afterward ratified by Congress. It therefore often hap- 
pens that the legislative body is blamed for the shortsightedness 
of some department subordinate. But be this as it may, the coun- 
try is incurring disfavor among the big commercial nations of 
Europe. Here is a sample of current comment, 

Continental correspondence of Berlin contained a recent article 
under the caption of “The European Business World and Ameri- 
can Chicanery,” wherein it was claimed that Germany had good 
reason to decline to participate in the San Francisco Exposition 
of 1915 because of the “unfair way of carrying out the customs 
regulations’—“a system totally unworthy,” the writer adds, “of a 
great nation.” The charge is made that our customs officials 
“juggle the tariff dues so that no importer can be certain before 


hand what he will have to pay.” 


Continuing, the writer says: “The American customs officials 
have lately been applying the existing regulations with regard 
to packing goods in such a ridiculously ignorant manner that 
goods are often returned for totally insufficient reasons. For 
instance, preserves packed in tin are returned because there is 
lead in the solder, and lead is poison, the inspectors say. Never- 
theless, American home manufacturers use precisely the same 
materials for packing edible commodities. The only possible form 
of redress is to lodge a complaint with the Treasury, and from 
thence to bring the matter before the courts, which process is 
not only extremely costly and protracted, but has also the dis- 
advantage of being more or less hopeless,” etc. 

The writer says many more uncomplimentary things, but this 
is sufficient for the time being to illustrate the truth of what we 
have said about the petty and often times serious annoyance and 
expense to which our importers have been subjected, on some 
frivolous pretext advanced by some subordinate official in the 
Government employ.

George S. Thompson 

George S. Thompson, one of the pioneer paper manufacturers 
in New York State, died on August 25, at his country home in 
North Hoosick N. Y., after a long illness. He was seventy-four 
years old, a native of Troy, N. Y., and was the son of John L. 
and Mary P. Thompson. 

Mr. Thompson was president and treasurer of the Stevens & 
Thompson Paper Company, of North Hoosick, director of the 
Stevens & Thompson Paper Company, of Greenwich, N. Y., the 
Walloomsac Paper Company, and was interested in the Walter 
A. Wood Mowing and Reaping Machine Company, of Hoosick 
Falls, N. Y., the Troy Savings Bank, the Security Trust Com- 
pany, of Troy, Troy and Greenbush Railroad, Troy and Benning- 
ton Railroad Company, and Troy and Vermont Railroad Com- 
pany. 

Mr. Thompson is survived by his widow, one son, Howard 
Burden Thompson, two daughters, Miss Mary Burden Thompson 
and Miss Gertrude Shepard Thompson, and three brothers, Robert 
H. Thompson and James L. Thompson, of Troy, and Rev. Walter 
Thompson, of Garrisons. The funeral services took place last 
Thursday afternoon at 1:30 in St. Mark’s church, Hoosick Falls. 
Burial followed in Oakwood Cemetery, Troy. 


James Freeman Bush 

James Freeman Bush, formerly of Springfield, who was for 
many years actively concerned with the paper industry of Massa- 
chusetts, died on August 24 at the Maine General Hospital in 
Portland, Me., at the age of fifty-three. 

Mr. Bush began his career in the paper trade as a salesman for 
the Worthy Paper Company, of Mittineague, Mass., with which 
company he remained for sixteen years.

In 1908 he took charge of the Keith paper 
mill at Turners Falls, remaining there until January 1, 1912, when 
he resigned to become connected with the Union Bag and Paper 
Company in New York. 


WANTED, AN EFFICIENT PATENT LAW 





Referring to the necessity for a positive and efficient patent 
law, Charles M. Haynes, in a recent issue of American Industries, 
asks by what logic or line of rational reasoning proscriptive, con- 
fiscatory and restrictive enactments can be construed as promoting 
the progress of science and useful arts. Nevertheless, he adds, 
embodied in the Oldfield bill are found drastic restrictive acts to 
regulate commerce, anti-trust acts and penal enactments avowedly 
for the purpose of limiting the scope of the exercise of patent 
rights. 

It is submitted that the national inventive genius, the sum of 
all’ inventive minds within the nation, should be given the highest 
incentive to perform its best service. It is only through the chan- 
nels of industry, commerce and finance that new scientific and 
mechanical inventions can become of benefit to the public. Profit 
to inventive genius accruing through these channels is the sole 
incentive to invent. Curtailment of the exercise of exclusive patent 
rights can result only in decreasing the number and quality of 
future inventions. 


ject: 


Congress has power, by granting exclusive patent rights, to 
advance the progress of science and useful arts, but it is sub- 
mitted that the Oldfield bill, should it become law, must exert 
precisely the contrary effect. 

Not only should the Oldfield bill be opposed by all persons but 
decided effort should be put forth to impress Congress with the 
absolute necessity for a positive and efficient patent law, pure as 
such, that it may serve to actually advance and sustain progress 
in the sciences and useful arts.

PAPER THAT WILL NOT TURN YELLOW 


The following problem was recently submitted to the Papier 
Zeitung, by one of its correspondents, who asked for a solution: 
“A customer prescribes the following conditions in regard to a 
paper. It must be particularly adapted for printing half-tones 
(must therefore contain much clay and the stuff must be beaten 
very short). A fifteen to twenty year guarantee must accompany 
it to the effect that during this period the paper will remain white, 
therefore will not turn yellow on the edges. This relates to a 
highly glazed, wood free pulp, with about 50 per cent. of rag. 
Three large special mills with which I have business relations 
have declined to accept an order under the above conditions, on 
the ground that no mill could give such a guarantee. A firm 
in competition with one mill, however, gave my customer this 
guarantee, with the condition of special adaptability for autotype 
printing. What position from a trade point of view, should be 
taken on this question?” 

This question accordingly received the following reply: 

“The yellowing of paper made from bleached fibres which con- 
tain no lignified parts is a consequence of the action of light and 
air on sizing and coloring substances contained in the paper. Dr. 
Paul Klemm has demonstrated the principal cause of the yellow- 
ing of paper to be the simultaneous presence of rosin size and 
combinations of iron. Paper makers whose manufacturing water 
is free from iron, could therefore the more readily give a guar- 
antee that their paper will not turn yellow for many years, even 





if they use rosin sizing. If, however, the paper in such mills is 
sized without rosin sizing, possibly with non-ferruginous water- 
glass and aluminum hydrate, known as mineral sizing, the yellow- 
ing action of the rosin size is obviated. The mill must also use for 
tinting the paper stock light and air resistant coloring substances. 
Nevertheless, it will always be a difficult matter for a mill to 
assume a ten years’ guarantee of the non-yellowing of paper, 
because the product may be exposed to influences which, in spite 
of all care at the mill in its production, may lead to its turning 
yellow, for instance, great heat, moisture or deleterious air. If 
for example, in the place where the book is kept a great deal of 
illuminating gas is burned, the air will contain sulphurous acid, 
which is gradually transformed in substances with which it comes 
in contact into sulphuric acid, and this is capable of decomposing 
any ultramarine blue that may have been employed to tone the 
paper, so that it will undergo discoloration at the edges.” 


Process for Rendering Paper Untearable 
This French patent, granted the Société des Papeteries Lafema, 
has for its object the incorporation of threads in the paper during 
the process of manufacture and a special mechanism for that 
purpose applied to paper machines. 


This principle is likewise applicable to the incorporation in 
paper or cardboard of textile or metallic threads. It is likewise 
suited for the introduction of cords, braids or strips of fabric 
for increasing the solidity of the paper.

THE MANUFACTURE OF VISGOSE 


The chemical pulp used for making, viscose must be as pure 
as possible. According to Der Papier Fabrikant it must have 
only a small percentage of ash and contain but few constituents 
which are soluble in soda lye (wood gums). Chemical pulp 
bleached too much is very injurious owing to its percentage of 
oxycellulose, and on the other hand chemical pulp bleached too 
little cannot be employed. Recently large chemical pulp mills 
have paid special attention to the manufacture of chemical pulp 
for making viscose. The best chemical pulp was, however, sup- 
plied for a long time by a mill which had no idea that the pulp 
was to be made into viscose. 

_The chemical pulp is not cleaned with hydrochloric acid or 
hydrofluoric acid as one sometimes reads. .The boards are first 
cut into handy pieces and slightly dried. The drying may not 
proceed too far and on no acccount may it cause the chemical 
pulp to turn yellow. The chemical pulp is first treated with soda 
lye. The duration of the treatment may fluctuate between thirty 
minutes and six hours and must be found by trial for each chemi- 
cal pulp. In some works it lasts indeed twenty-four hours and 
longer. The saturation with soda lye takes place generally in 
large iron tanks filled with soda lye in which the chemical pulp 
weighed out in wire baskets is suspended. After the action is 
sufficient the excess of soda lye is removed by hydraulic pressure 
or by a centrifuge. The latter is to be preferred because the per- 
centage of lye in the pulp is then more uniform. The centrifuges 
must be fairly large, have a high speed and consist of the best 
material. The middle part of the centrifuge remains free in order 
that the lye may be thrown out very uniformly. 

After being centrifuged the chemical pulp must have rather 
more than three times its original weight. Quite definite limits 
must be maintained which are dependent on the nature of the pulp. 
The pulp then passes through machines which are arranged sim- 
iliarly to those of the well-known kneading machines, which supply 
a loose mass similar to crumbled white bread; a rise in tempera- 
ture occurs which must not be too great. The mass thus obtained 
is left for some time, when certain temperature limits will like- 















wise be observed, if necessary, by cooling or heating the rooms 


in question. The board must remain moist and the percentage 
of sodium carbonate should not rise too high. 

For the conversion of the alkali cellulose into the xanthogenate 
a simple rotating drum is used, in which the material is thor- 
oughly mixed with bisulphide of carbon; 30—33 per cent suffices, 
a larger admixture being directly injurious. Preferable the proc- 
ess is stopped when the product has a light yellow or orange 
yellow color and is not continued until the initially loose mass 
becomes lumpy. Another sign for the termination of the process 
is given by a certain rise of temperature. 

When working with bisulphide of carbon the same precautions 
are requisite as with benzine. During the rolling of the mass in 
the drum all blows and scratching movement between parts of iron 
must be avoided. Further, when bisulphide of carbon is inhaled 
poisoning readily occurs. Therefore the rooms in which bisul- 
phide of carbon is employed must be built as large and airy as 
possible. The illumination must be from the outside, and when 
people are present both windows and doors must always be open. 

The finished xanthogenate is dissolved in water of condensation 
or distilled water containing some soda lye. A large admixture 
of soda lye diminishes the viscosity. 

Of the many precipitation agents sodium bisulphate, ammonium 
sulphate mixed with glucose, and thiosulphate come principally 
into question.

Drawback on Printed Sheets 


A drawback on printed sheets manufactured by the University 
Press, of Cambridge, Mass., with the use of imported paper for 
the account of C. H. Langley, of Boston, Mass., was issued by 
Charles S. Hamlin, assistant secretary of the Treasury on August 


20, in T. D. 33,700, addressed to the Collector of Customs at 
Boston, Mass. The decision reads: 


Drawback is hereby allowed under Section 25 of the tariff act 
of August 5, 1909, and the regulations promulgated thereunder 
(T. D. 31,695 of June 16, 1911), on printed sheets manufactured 
by the University Press, of Cambridge, Mass., with the use of 
imported paper for the account of C. H. Langley, of Boston, Mass. 

A manufacturing record shall be kept, which will show, in addi- 
tion to the usual data, the character, quantity, dimensions, and 
weight of the imported paper used in the manufacture of each 
lot of printed sheets for export with benefit of drawback, the 
number, dimensions, and weight of the printed sheets produced, 
the quantity of waste, and the value of such waste and the im- 
ported material. A sworn statement from such manufacturing 
record shall be filed with each drawback entry. 

The allowance shall not exceed the quantity of imported paper 
used in the manufacture of the exported printed sheets, as shown 
by the sworn abstract from the manufacturing record, the allow- 
ance to be reduced according to the quantity of imported paper 
which will be replaced by the value of the waste. 


Finland Admits Rags Duty Free 
By a new regulation of the Finnish authorities, rags (other 
‘than wool) intended for paper manufacture, are admitted into 
Finland free of duty. They must, however, be shipped direct to 
the paper mills.

Exports of rags thus increased about 23 per cent. in 1912, as 
compared with 1911, while imports only rose 7 per cent. Ex- 
ports were last year about 50 per cent. in excess of imports. 

The United States forms the largest individual outlet for 
German rags, having taken in 1912 about one-half of the total 
German exports. It is, however, stated that these rags are only 
partially used for paper making, being more largely emploved in 
the manufacture of shoddy. 

Herr Ditges, business manager of the Association of German 
Paper Manufacturers, has expressed the opinion that the Ameri- 
can paper industry ‘would therefore not materially suffer if 


Germany placed an export duty on rags and raw materials as 
has been proposed.

A New and Useful Device for This Purpose Has Just Been 
Perfected by John C. Martin, of Wyncote, Pa.—llustrated 
Description by the Inventor.

A new device for shipping rolls of paper has been patented 
by John C. Martin, of Wyncote, Pa., who thus describes his 
invention: 

Paper is usually shipped from the paper mills to the pub- 
lishers in large rolls and these are usually covered with a 
paper wrapper. This practice entails waste and loss both in 
transit and in handling at destination and is therefore ex- 
pensive and wasteful. The paper with which the rolls are 
wrapped is expensive and when the rolls are opened is salable 
only as waste and at a considerable loss. In transit and in 
handling, if a roll of paper is dropped or otherwise jarred, 
either sidewise or endwise, the layers of the roll split from 
the edges toward the centre of the sheet of paper and this 
is true more especially of the outside layers. In consequence 
of this and of the accuracy and refinement of modern print- 
ing and feeding machinery the paper has to be unwound from 
the roll so as to take off the part having split edges and this 
part is wasted. Moreover, when a roll of paper having the 
usual paper cover is rolled along the floor it feathers at its 
edges, that is, the paper especially at the outer turns or layers, 
slips a little endwise of the roll thus making the edges of the 
turns out of alinement or feathered, and before the paper can 
be fed to modern printing and feeding machinery the roll 
has to be unwound until the feather edges are removed and 
the paper so unwound is wasted. 

The principal object of the present invention is to obviate 
these losses and to provide for shipping and handling rolls 
of paper in such a way that the outside paper covers are 





dispensed with and splitting and feathering of the paper at the 
ends of the roll are avoided even though the roll be subjected 
to such shocks and jars as are incidental to shipping and 
handling.. According to the present invention these objects 
are attained by means of a canvas or like cover which may 
be capable of repeated reuse and which is provided with pads 
that cover the adjacent cylindrical and end surface parts of 
the roll and which constitute spaced projecting ribs. 

The invention will be claimed at the end hereof, but will be 
first described in connection with the embodiment of it chosen 
for illustration in the accompanying drawings, in which— 

Fig. 1 is a top or plan view of the outside of a wrapper 
embodying features of the invention and showing in dotted 
lines the position of the roll of paper. Fig. 2 is a transverse 


sectional view of the wrapper shown in Fig. 1, taken at or 
near the middle thereof. Fig. 3 is a perspective view showing 
the wrapper applied to a roll of paper. Fig. 4 is a view illus- 
trating the same and showing how the roll may travel or be 
rolled on the spaced projecting ribs, and Fig. 5 is a view 
showing how the pads which constitute the ribs cushion the 
roll and prevent splitting of the paper. 

In the drawings I is a cover as of textile material, such as 
canvas. 

2 is a reinforcement or reinforcing strip applied at one end 
of the cover and 3 is a reinforcement or reinforcing strip 
applied near the other end of the cover so as to provide a 


flap, 4, which may overlap when the cover is placed around 
a roll of paper. There are fastening devices, 5 and 6, applied 
to the strips 2 and 3, and, as shown, they comprise straps 
and buckles. They are arranged or spaced inward from the 
edges of the cover so as to provide a body portion, 7, and 
flaps 8 and 9 for covering the ends of the roll. 

10 are pockets applied to the cover and spaced inward 
from the edges thereof and extending between the strips 2 
and 3, or the fastening devices. In these pockets 10 are pads 
11 as of felt. The pockets themselves may be made of stronger 
material than the rest of the wrapper and they can be re- 
moved by ripping out their stitches or fastenings and replaced 
as by sewing on new ones when worn. 

I2 are marginal hems or pockets and 13 are marginal 
gromets or eyes and 14 are ropes or cords which run through 
these hems and can be secured or made fast to the eyes. 

In use the described cover is put on outside of the roll 
a. If desired, the latter may be inclosed in a very light or 
single sheet paper wrapping, although this is unnecessary and 
is principally useful when the rolls are to be taken out of 
the covers and stored. The fastening devices 5 and 6 are 
properly connected with the flap 4 overlapping. The cords 14 
are drawn tight and secured through the gromets. The re- 
sult of this is that the pads overlie the corners of the roll 
and cover a part of the end surface and the adjacent part of 
the cylindrical surface. If the roll of paper thus inclosed in 
the described cover is dropped or subjected to shocks or 
jars these are cushioned by the pads and the paper of the 
roll is not split or damaged. If the roll of paper in the cover 
is to be rolled about it travels on the spaced projecting pads 
and the edges of the roll are not feathered or disturbed. The 
cover itself can be applied to the roll at the paper mill and 
taken off at the destination and returned to the mill so that 
it can be repeatedly reused. 

It will be obvious to those skilled in the art to which the 
invention relates that modifications can be made in details 
of construction, arrangement and choice of materials, hence 
I do not limit myself in these matters in any way further 
than the state of the art may require.

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FORESTRY NOTES 


It has been discovered that the waste from dogwood shuttle 
blocks can profitably be made into handles for steel knives and 
forks. 

Contrary to popular belief, forest fires seldom travel more than 
2 or 3 miles an hour. Even in extreme cases it is questionable 
whether they burn at a rate of more than six to ten miles an hour. 

Uncle Sam’s forest rangers require that permanent camp sites 
within the forests shall be kept in sanitary condition. The ubiqui- 
tous tin can must be buried, and waste paper burned when a camp 
is left. 

More than 3,000 small logging operators now buy national forest 
timber; at least 25,000 persons, settlers, miners and others obtain 
timber from Uncle Sam’s big wood lot for their own use free of 
charge. 


A 115-foot lookout tower on the Sitgreaves national forest, 
Arizona, just constructed by forest officers, was built entirely 
of logs and without the use of hoisting machinery other than 
ropes and tackle blocks. 


The forests of Corsica, the little island upon which Napoleon 
was born, are managed by the French Government. They produce 
lumber, firewood and turpentine, and all parts of the tree are far 
more closely utilized than in America. 

In an experimental test track near Janesville, Wis., an inspec- 
tion just made showed that hemlock and tamarack ties put in 
the track without preservative treatment were decayed after 
five and one-half years’ service. Those which had been treated 
were practically as good as when first laid. 

Light burning of underbrush to remove forest litter had 
been practiced in India, with the idea that it improves conditions 
for teak growing. Now after long investigations forest officials 
there say that the fires are harmful, that full fire protection 
must be extended everywhere, and that to be really effective 
this protection must be continuous. 


NEWFOUNDLAND’S PULP, PAPER AND LUMBER 


The pulp, paper and lumber business of Newfoundland during 
1912 ate described by Consul James S. Benedict, of St. John, in 
the Daily Consular Report of August 26, as follows: 

“Logging operations for 1912 were normal, but the lumber pro- 
duction fell below that of 1911 by 12,052,090 feet, the total pro- 
duction being 41,135,010 feet. This reduction was principaily due 
to a greater demand for pulp wood for the pulp and paper mills. 
The pulp wood cut amounted to 124,000 cords, as against 100,000 
for 1911. The men employed in the forests aggregated 2,800 and 
those in the mills about 1,200. For the fiscal year 1912 there were 
exported but 504,000 feet of lumber, valued at $8,215, as against 
6,085,000 feet, valued at $125,279, for 1911. The reason for this 
decrease in the export of lumber was due to the increasing local 
demand caused by the unprecedented progress in the industrial 
development of the country. From information received there 
is every indication that the present year will be credited with 
much larger production of lumber and pulp wood than any pre- 
vious year. ; 

“The pulp and paper milf at Grand Falls and the pulp mill at 
Bishops Falls produced pulp and paper to the full extent of their 
capacity during 1912, which gave employment to at least 3,000 
men, including the woodsmen and those employed in trucking 
and loading cars and vessels. During the year the Anglo-New- 
foundland Development Company completed its pulp mill at Grand 
Falls by the installation of six additional pulp grinders, bringing 
the total output of mechanical pulp to over 400 tons per day. 
A third generator was installed in the-power house and the paper 


mill was extended by the addition of two more fast paper making 
machines, which increased the output of paper to over 1,000 tons 
per week. The exports of pressed ground wood pulp for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1912, amounted to 42,102 tons, valued 
at $361,149, of which 35,619 tons went to England and 6,483 tons 
to the United States. The exportation of paper (news) during 
same period totaled 26,821 tons, valued at $1,201,656, all of which 
went to England.” 


EXPERIMENTS ON HARDWOOD SAWDUST 


Considerable interest attaches to the reported conversion of 
Tasmanian hardwood sawdust into paper pulp by C. H. Slaytor, 
of the Launceston Technical School, Tasmania. The British 
Paper Trade Journal, referring to a demonstration of the plant 
and its product, says: 

“Mr. Slaytor is a chemist, and, recognizing the possibilities of 
a process that would turn apparently the valueless waste into a 
rich and useful commodity, the Northern Tasmanian Sawmillers’ 
Association supplied him with a small plant for experimental 
purposes. He has produced from ordinary, uncleaned hardwood 
sawdust a paper pulp which, he says, compares very favorably 
with the high-grade material produced in Sweden. The precess is 
new and much more simple than the somewhat complicated methods 
hitherto in use. The sawdust as it comes from the mill is placed 
in an autoclave, or digester, covered with sulphate liquor, .and, 
having been clamped securely, is boiled under pressure for five 
or six hours. The product of this treatment is then washed and 
represents paper pulp, which is subjected to various processes ere 
the finished article makes its appearance. 

Mr. Slaytor experimented with hardwood sawdust, but is con- 
fident that other varieties of timber would be susceptible to the 
treatment with equally satisfactory results. Mr. Slaytor has gone 
into the matter with the view of determining the commercial value 
of the process. He estimated the cost of treatment of too tons 
of sawdust in chemicals at about £32, and the approximate result 
of the handling of this quantity of raw material would be 55 
tons of pulp. Great possibilities of the industry will thus be 
apparent if 100 tons of seemingly valueless sawdust can be made 
to produce at a cost of £32, 55 tons of paper pulp, of an estimated 
value of from £12 to £15 per ton, and the soundness of the propo- 
sition will readily be acknowledged. Mr. Slaytor has produced 
pulp, and the question now is as to whether it is sufficiently long 
in fibre to render it commercially as valuable as anticipated. Mr. 
Slaytor and the Sawmillers’ Association will endeavor to deter- 
mine this, and they are optimistic, and it is understood will lend 
financial aid in the experimental work. 


PASTEBOARD VARIES IN THIGKNESS 


It frequently occurs that the thickness of the same sheet of 
pasteboard varies by 5-20 per cent., explains the British Paper 
Trade Journal. For avoiding such differences it is necessary to 
make the stuff gutter into the cylinder trough just as wide as 
the cylinder itself, and to provide a weir, which will distribute 
the stuff uniformly over the whole width. The cylinder must be 
absolutely horizontal and the discharge of the water must be even 
to both sides. It must be arranged that the couch press and the 
wet press exert on both sides an equal pressure. The felt washer 
must be as accurately as possible at right angles to the felt, as 
the felt will otherwise wear unevenly. With finer wires differ- 
ences in the thickness of the pasteboards will occur less than 
with coarse wires. Lastly, a stuff distributor may be employed, 
which mixes the stuff uniformly by means of several twirling 
agitators.

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HEATED DEBATE OVER THE PAPER SCHEDULE 


(Continued from page 9.) 


Senator Weeks presented for insertion in the Congressional 
Record an article printed in THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL, under 
date of July 28, 1913, from its Canadian correspondent. This 
article detailed the production of the Canadian mills and stated, 
among other things, that “at the present time Canada is export- 
ing to the United States at the rate of 600 tons of news print a 
day, which is 98 per cent. of the total imports of the United 
States. Eighty per cent. of this has been entering free undez 
clause 2 of the reciprocity act. If the new tariff permits all news 
print to enter free, the industry in Canada may be expected to 
show a marked increase.” 

Senator Weeks continuing, remarked that these facts demon- 
strated to him that if the United States put paper on the free 
list it was. not legislating for the future development of its in- 
dustries. “We have the raw material in different localities suffi- 
cient to produce all the paper we use,” he said, “and we manufac- 
tured substantially all we required before 1908. 

“Not only have the Canadian authorities, or, rather, the authori- 
ties of the Province of Quebec, refused to give our leaseholders 
on the Crown lands the same privileges they give to their own 
local manufacturers, but they place the American manufacturer 
in the position of bidding against the local manufacturer for pulp 
wood that is on free lands. In the Province of Quebec there are 
something like 335,000 square miles that were originally timbered. 
Of this area about 100,000 square miles have been cut over and 
burned over. Of the balance 200,000 square miles in round num- 
bers are Crown lands, from which the United States is practically 
excluded under the present regulations, leaving about 35,000 
square miles available for the American operator, even if he were 
not put in active competition with the Canadian operator. But 
additional burdens have been placed on the American operator, 
not only in requiring the wood from the Crown lands to be con- 
verted into pulp in Canada, but when that did not seem sufficient 
they made an additional requirement that one-half of the product 
of the pulp mills should be converted into paper in Canada. 

“Can there be any doubt that it is to be the policy of all the 
provinces of Canada to compel the manufacture of wood into pulp 
and of pulp into paper within those provinces? Our plants which 
have been dependent on that source of supply are going to lose 
their business, and in addition we are going to allow the finished 
product to come into the United States in competition with our 
own product.” 

Senator Smoot called attention to the fact that every predic- 
tion that was made at the time of the passage of the Canadian 
reciprocity act in relation to the increased manufacture of paper 
in Canada had been verified. In this connection he called atten- 
tion to the fact that fifty-one companies with a total capital of 
$152,180,000 have been organized for the purpose of manufactur- 
ing pulp and paper in Canada since the agitation concerning sec- 
tion 2 to the Canadian reciprocity act began about three years 
ago. The Senator stated that he had a list of nearly half as 
many, more companies that are not yet organized, but are pro- 
posed to be organized. While this has been going on in Canada 
we have not increased our output, nor have we increased the 
number of manufacturers here by 1 per cent.

FITTING THE FELT JACKET 


To ascertain the proper size of the diameter of the felt jackets 
is by no means a simple matter, says Papierfabrikant. It will 
be best to give the felt manufacturer the exact diameter or cir- 
cumference of the roll. He will then, himself, decide the proper 
width of the jacket. In doing so the character of the wool used 
and the weaving have to be considered. It will also be advisable 
to ask the maker for information to what inside width the jacket 
must be stretched. 

Do not stretch the jacket all at once, but, on the contrary, 
stretch it every day a little until the required width has been 
reached. Then the stretched jacket is wrapped in a clean cloth 
and kept on the top of a steam boiler. The stretching of the 
jacket should not be carried out in a damp atmosphere or after 
wetting the jacket. Only in very special cases, when there is a 
dai:ger that the jacket might tear if stretched dry, the stretched 
jacket may be dampened with hot water for widening it to the 
required width. A jacket, however, which has been thus treated 
has no more the same shrinking power as one treated in the 
erdinary manner, viz., one stretched dry, and must, therefore, not 
be stretched wider than so far that it will just go on the roll. 

After the old, worn jacket is cut off, the roll must be carefully 
ceaned with soda lye and then rubbed dry. Hot water may be 
used only when the jacket is quite wide enough. 

After the jacket has been fitted in place, so that it projects equally 
at both ends, pour hot water on it, commencing in the middle. 
Then punch holes into the projecting edge, at a pitch of about 4 
inches all around, pass a strong piece of string through these 
holes and draw the ends together. This string is best laid a few 
days before in wood tar, varnish or carbolineum and then left 
to dry. After knotting the string pass it back again through 
the loops from one hole to the other and then knot it once again. 

The jacket should be mounted in such a direction that the roots 
of the hairs will first enter into the press. The frequently 
employed washing of the mounted jacket with soft soap is only 
necessary when the wool has a very fatty touch or when it has 
kecome filled with dust while storing. 


EXPERIMENTS WITH SODIUM HYDROXIDE 


Prelimirary experiments with solutions of sodium hydroxide 
and carbonate indicated, according to Herr E. Heuser, in a recent 
issue of Wochenblatt fiir Papierfabrikation, that a satisfactory 
pulp could be obtained from beech wood by alkaline digestion and 
small scale tests were made by the sulphate process in a wrought 
iron boiler, using 1.850 grms. of air-dry wood and 12 litres of 
lve. The particulars of the two tests which may be regarded as 
furnishing data for technical application are as follows: In the 
first the fresh lye contained Na:S 2.14, NaOH 2.82, Na:COs; 0.99, 
and Na:SQ,.0.25 per cent., and the wood was boiled for five 
hours at a temperature rising to 170°C. under a pressure of seven 
atmospheres. The loss of caustic soda during the digestion was 
63.6 per cent. and that of sodium sulphide 7.14 per cent., referred 
to the quantities originally present. The yield of pu'p was 39.17 
per cent. In the second test the wood was first steamed for 
one hour and then beiled for one hour with a lye containing 
NaS 2.81, NaOH 2.8, Na:CO;0.424 per cent., under approximately 
the same conditions of temperature and pressure as before. In 
this case the loss of caustic soda was 85 per cent. and that of 
sodium sulphide 18.5 per cent., and the yield of pulp was 40.60 
per cent. Paper made with beech pulp alone is not very strong, 
but a very strong paper of a light gray color can be made with a 
mixture of 70 per cent. of unbleached beech wood pulp and 30 
per cent. of unbleached coniferous wood pulp. A mixture of 
bleached pulps gives a very white paper with a fine surface lustre.

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NEW YORK MISGELLANEOUS MARKETS 


BARYTES.—This market reflects pretty much the same situa- 
tion as last reported. Trading generally is quiet, due chiefly to 
the uncertainty as to the outcome of the present tariff changes.

Though 
values are being well maintained, the present tariff changes are 
causing an uncertain feeling to exist among consumers, and in 
consequence buying is confined chiefly to actual requirements. 
Prices, however, are repeated, as follows: Paper makers’ grade 
of Gelatines are held at 15@2oc., while the various descriptions 
of glues are being maintained as follows: 18@2<4Cc. ;
